Area Traffic 
Deaths Decline 


According to a report by the 
San Bernardino county highway 
traffie safety council, 1948 
a 56 per cent decrease in fatal: 
ties in the West End due to acets 
dents, it was revealed today. 

There were 17 fatal accidents 
in 1948, as against 39 in the year 
previous, in the West Enc. 

The county as a whole saw a 
marked decrease in traffic deaths. 
There were 183 persons killed in 
the county in 1917, and only 134 
last year. 

Altnough the west end had the 
greatest decrease in the matter 
of deaths of any part the 
county—-56 percent, all areas 
showed fewer fatalities. The east 
‘end had one less death this year 
the desert area had 45 percent 
fewer than in 1947. 

Only the mountain area had an 
increase. The report shows eight 
persons were killed in mountain 
accidents this year, as against 
four last year. 

Attention to the difficulty of 
law enforcement due to the size 
of this county is pointed up in the 
report.

“An armed mob operating in 
uniform under authority of the 
law is there to intimidate us,” he 
said.

It is unfortunate that the opening of the bond issue drive 
which will culminate in an election March 4, had to coin- 
cide with one of the worst freezes in Southland history. 

Yet the need for new buildings cannot be gainsaid, and 


will have to be met one way or another. 


It is a simple mat- 


ter of mathematics that too many students and not enough 
classroom space adds up to overcrowding. 


The high school has 2735 


students now. By 1956, ac- 


cording to what the board of trustees calls conservative esti- 
mates, there will be 4100 or more. 

School authorities who deal with such matters say that 
a high school of 1000 enrollment is ideal, and that the 2000 


figure should not be exceeded. 


Obviously, a new school 


somewhere in the district is called for. 


Fontana is the obvious location. 


Chaffey now transports 


some 780 pupils from that community at an annual cost of 


$45,000. 


Fontana’s growth continues and the school popu- 


lation for there can be expected to rise. 
Since 1921, when the Fontana area joined the Chaffey 


district, Fontana has “paid her 


way’ —that is, taxes collected 


there have roughly balanced to the percentage of Fontana 
students in the high school student body. Today, Fontanans 
compose 37 percent of that body, 

From the most selfish and localized point of view, a Fon- 
tana high school is still justified. Obviously. an over-taxed 
school building and too-large classes damage the quality of 
education for all—West End students as well as others. 

The only alternative to new construction might become 
double sessions or similar makeshifts, utterly repuguant to 
this district's traditions of education.
